Indianapolis, Aug. 18—Wilham Bourque, known the world over 
as an auto racing driver of the first rank, and Harry Holeomb, 
his mechanic, were killed today on the new Indianapolis speed- 
way when their monster Knox racer, speeding along at the rate 
of 7) miles an hour, dashed into a ditch, turned a somersault and 
plunged into the outer fence. 

Bourque was thrown against a post and was terribly mangled, 
dying before the automobile ambulance reached the spot. Holeomb 
was thrown high into the sir and over the fence, landing on his 
head.

Denver, Colo., Aug. 20.—With floods 
in many sections of the state it is 
estimated that 0,000 Youpieps pre, 
marooned in the various towns along 
the Denver and Rio Grande and Col- 
orado and Midland roads, Travel 
was unusually heavy at the time of 
the floods and for this reason scores 
of eastern visitors are tied up at email 
stations. All are being caved for 
though, and the railroads promise to 
have the lines open tomorrow. At 
Salida on the Denver and Rio Grande, 
at the western end of the Royal 
Gorge, 1,000 tourists are peing block- 
ed. Tracks are washed out in the 
Gorge and beyond Salida too so shat 
they cannot get out either way. Many 
of these are returning Grand Army 
men and their families. Tonight the

Losses Will Exceed $200,60.0 

The railroads do not estimate their 
losses but they will run more than 
$200,000. Cloudbursts are responsible 
for most of the trouble. The dyke rt 
Lake George, at the head of the south 
fork of the South Platte river, was 
reported last night as broken and an 
immense body of water had been re 
leased, The Lake George dam is locat- 
ed above the Cheeaman dam, the lat- 
ter being the main souree of water 
supply for this city. It is feared that 
the Platte river will rise above the 
danger point.

VOLUNTARY ALLEGIANCE THE 
BASIS OF THE EMPIRE. 

The existence of the British Empire 
is to be left frankly and absolutely to 
the voluntary allegiance of the race 
the world over. 

This is the conclusion from the 
enabled reports of the plan of defences 
adopted ‘by the Imperial Defence Con- 
ference.» If these reports be correct 
Canada, Australia and the other Do 
minions are to be left to develop naval 
squadrons of their own, at their own 
expense and under their own control, 
primarily designed to defend their 
own shores, but also capable of co 
operation or conjunction with the 
Britesh Meet in emergency, 

Assuming the report to be correct 
as there is every reason to suppose, 
it will meet the warm approval of the 
great body of Canadians, as no doub 
of the people of the other dominions 
It embodies a frank admission that 
the Empire exis#s only because the 
people of the Empire want it to exist 
that it would have otherwise no right 
{fo exist Or to be made to exisi; it re- 
specta to the full the cardinal prin- 
ciple of local control of joeal taxa- 
tion; and by admitting the fact and 
respecting the principle it appeals 
to the love of justice and 
liberty in the people of — the 
Empire to maintain the Imperial re- 
lationship under which these are se 
amply secured, and without which 
none of the Oversea Dominions would 
be secure. 

The arrangement will not, of course, 
be acceptable to all Canadians, nor 
probably to all Australians, nor to all 
South Africans, There are in the 
Oversea Dominions, as in the Mother 
Land, those who put more faith in 
force than in voluntary co-operation, 
who would have us bound together 
in the machinery of a military engine, 
with no thought of local rights, feel- 
ings, interests or opinions These 
men go pretty close, if they do not go 
the whole way, to casting out of their 
count the most powerful factor in 
Imperial. connection—the thing that 
has really made the Empire. At least 
they place undue eontidenece in th: 
efficiency of force and organization, to 
the ignoring of the spirit which never 
has tolerated coercion and without 
which organization would ‘be useless 

There have been empires in thy 
world before, empires as great in area, 
in population, ‘in wealth, in military 
strength, in proportion to the world 
of their time, as the British Empire is 
today. But they went down, and they 
went down not before the swords of 
foes irom without, but through the 
disintegrating agencies of dissatisfac- 
tion and distrust within, Rome might 
still be Rome if its people had been 
associated in voluntary allegiance. 
But the dwellers in the outlying do- 
minions were subject peoples, and 
Were treated ua subject  peopies, 
and when the hour of trial came they 
acted precisely as subject people 
might be expected to act, Every 
workl-empire before our Own Was 
founded on force and held together 
by the dominating strength of the 
mother people, or of the conquering 
people by whose swords it was carv- 
ed out.) Naturally they stood only so 
long as the founders were strong en- 
ough to both quell disturbance at 
home and repel invaders from abroad 

The British Empire rests on a dif 
ferent basis and proceeds on a differ 
ent principle. Britain once tried force 
on a colony of her people, and just 
because they were British people the 
foree failed, sharply and miserably 
To the eredit of British statesmanship 
and the British people the offence was 
never repeated, The colonies of Bri- 
tain became thereafter children, not 
slaves. Now grown to the estate of 
manhood these are offering and ask- 
ing to be allowed to relieve the 
Mother Land of the burden of de- 
fending them from attack, and of 
shaping their own defences in such 
fashion that they can be turned 
against her enemies too. Very wisely 
the Mother Land declines to treat 
them longer as infaats but as men,

tion to the federation of South Africa. 
The world has not before seen a 


Moiher Land which took her over-sea 
possessions into partnership with her- 
self in the matter of defence and left 
them free to develop their own means 
along their own lines, relying solely 
on their loyalty that the means so 
leveloped would contribute to her own 
ecurity, or would not even be turned 
against her. It is one more declara- 
tion that the Empire standa for lib- 
erty and that its people are willing 
to stake its existence on their faith 
in liberty. Thatean Imperial Defence 
Conference should have been called, 
at the suggestion and with the en 
thusiastie approval of the Oversea Do. 
minions, is the best possible proof of 
the stability of voluntary allegiance 
as the basis of Empire. The confer- 
nee would have been woefully janor- 
int of what made itself possible if j 
had ignored this factor or relegated it 
to any secondary position in outlining 
a plan for future action.

Ottawa, August 19.—The forestry 
brinch of the Interior Department 
has issued an. interesting bulletin, 
dealing with the damage caused _ by 
forest fires in Canada in 1908. The 
bulletin, which was prepared by H. 
R. MeMillan; assistant inspector ot 
forest reserves, shows that during 
the year there were 935 forest fires of 
serious proportions in the Dominion. 
Upwards of 188,000 acres were burn- 
ed over, causing a destruction of over 
fifty-six million feet of lumber, valu- 
ed, including mills and improvements 
at $20,500, 

Twenty-one lives were lost asa a 
result of the forest fires (all in Bri- 
tish Columbia), and 2,404 were 
thrown out of employment. The 
cost of fires to the public was near- 
ly $300,000.
